N ii hal f iiKMsnres will answer in 
an Insjieetor's dcpattiur'nt. An In.'iieetor's (,'er- 
tilicate is piililie |iriipeitv, ami itom,'lit to indicaK^ 
to tlic public the exact eliarac:ter of the boilers and 
ciiKineii. Jiutjtbe Certificate givon to the Cariboo 
neither indioatos the power nor strength of the
